LATEST NEWS FROM THE ISOLATED CAPITAL. 


From “ Tog Times’? CorrESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Friday. 
Dangerous rioting broke out in Vienna 
this morning, and has been going on al! 
day with the fierceness of a revolution. 
The workers walked out of the factories 
and marched into the city to protest in 
front of Parliament against the verdict 
given last night. They stormed and set 
fire to the Law Courts, and threw bundles 
of documents into the street and burnt 
them. Other groups wrecked and burnt 
down the offices and printing plant of the 
Nationalist newspapers and set fire to the 
building of the Christian Social news- 
paper, the Reichspost. 


MACHINE GUNS. 

When the police saw the seriousness 
of the situation they sent out: reinforce- 
ments with rifles and machine guns, who 
fired when it was necessary. 
According to the offieia] estimates there 
have been at least six killed and 200 
wounded, and very likely the final] casualty 
list will be muck heavier; for fighting 
is still continuing this evening. 
The tramway and underground traffic 
is at a complete stand-still, and it has 
not been possible to issue any newspapers. 


LEADERS LOSE CONTROL. 
The absence of trustworthy information 
rendered the situation stil] worse; for the 
wildest rumours began to spread. 
This afternoon detachments of the 
Republican Defence Guard occupied 
certain strategic points in the city, and 
early this evening the Ringstrasse and 
other central parts of Vienna were cleared 
cf rioters. 
Tne Social Democratic leaders have lost 
control over the masses. When some of 
them tried to calm them they were nearly 
mobbed. 
GENERAL STRIKE. 
A general strike was officially declared 
in the course of the afternoon. 


WIRES CUT. 


DOME OF BURNING LAW 
COURTS COLLAPSES. 


From '“ Tae TrMEs ' ConRnEsPoNDENT. 
BERLIN, Friday. 

At 7 p.m. telephone communication 
between Berlin and Vienna was suddenly 
interrupted. 

The last news received was that the fire 
in the Law Courts was at its height. The 
dome had fallen in, the top storey was 
burnt out and tongues of flames were 
leaping sixty feet over the building. A. 
dense cloud of smoke veiled the sky. 

Dr. Seipel, the Austrian Chancellor, 
was watching the scene from his rooms 
in the Ballplatz, where the chiefs of the 
Foreign Mission were assembled. 

The Parliament building had been con- 
verted into a hospital, and motor cars 
were being stopped in order that they 

‘might bring in the wounded. 

The doctor in charge stated that forty 
dead and more than two hundred wounded 
were already inside the building. 

Communication by telephone between 
Viennn and Berlin and between Vienna 
and Paris has ceased. 

Railway traffic between Vienna and 
Germany has alse ceased.

Last January, in the village of Schatter- 
dorf, on the Hungarian frontier, there 
was a collision between members of the 
Nationalist Front Fighters’ Association 
and members of the Republican « rganisa- 
tion, which resulted in the deaths of a 
disabled ex-Service man and a «iild and 
injuries to several villagers, as a result 
of which three Nationalists were brought 
to trial in Vienna. 

They were acquitted by the Court last 
night, after violent political speeches had 
been made by counsel both for the prosecu- 
tion and for the defence. 


HOSTILE DEMONSTRATION. 
A large crowd was waiting outside the 
courthouse for the verdict, and as soon 
as it was known there was great excite- 
ment and hostile demonstrations against 
the judges, while there were also minor 
collisions in the street between Nation- 
alists and workmen, the police having to 
intervene and clear the streets with drawn 
swords, 
It was in the morning, however, that 
the real trouble began. By. that time the 
news of the acquittal was known through- 
out Vienna by means of the newspapers, 
some of which denounced it in bitter 
terms. i 
Work was stopped in numerous factories 
by indignant workers, who began to move 
in numbers towards The Ring shouting, 
“Down with the murderers of the 
workers,’ “ Down with class justice.” 
No trams were running, as the work- 
men at the power station had downed 
tools, 
POLICE ATTACKED. 
The first. conflict occurred opposite the 
university, the windows of which were 
broken, while several policemen who tried 
to intervene had their sabres taken from 
them and their uniforms torn off. In the 
end they were rescued by large forces of 
their comrades, who drove off the mob 
with their weapons. 


BARRICADES ERECTED. 


Outside the Parliament building, also, 
there were encounters between the mob 
and the police, who again had to make 
use of their swords and revolvers before 
they could put the crowd to flight. 

The most menacing situation, however, 
arose at the Palace of Justice, in the 
neighbourhood of which thousands of 
workmen erected barricades, with motor 
cars and motor lorries, to prevent the 
mounted police from advancing. 

Saortly after noon the mob got inside 
the building and played havoc there, 
despite the fact that a large number of 
police were also inside.

Officials and clerks of the Palace of 
Justice were dragged out ‘and beaten by 
the enraged mob, an“ were only saved 
from being lynched by yolunteer Red 
Cross men. 
Meanwhile a desultory fire was opened 
on the rioters from another storey. 
Efforts by the Fire Brigade to extinguish 
the fire which had broken out in the 
building were prevented by. the crowd, 
which had got completely out of hand. 
and the police seemed: to have dis- 
appeared. 
Scores of women in the crowd were in 
hysterics, and were.crying out that they 
were the wives. of officials in the building, 
and that their. children on the first floor 
were being burnt to death. 


BUILDING IN FLAMES. 
Towards three o'clock the Republican 
Schutzbund began to advance towards the 
Palace, and was at once involved in heavy 
fighting. Shots were exchanged with the 
crowd, and there were numerous wounded 
on both sides. 
The crowd was eventually driven back 
a short distance, and the Fire Brigade 
was able to turn their hoses on the 
Palace, from the windows of which flames 
and smoke were issuing. 

It is feared that half the building will 
be destroyed. 

At four o’clock regular troops, armed 
with machine guns, were also marching 
towards the Palace, and fighting was still 
going on. 

40 KILLED AND 200 INJURED. 

The casualties at this stage were re- 
ported to be forty killed and two hundred 
wounded. 

While these scenes were being enacted 
outside the Palace of Justice, minor riots 
were going on in other parts of the city. 

Large crowds collected outside the 
Italian Legation and shouted out, “ Down 
with Mussolini” and “Down with 
Fascism.” 

NEWSPAPER OFFICES WRECKED. 

In the Josef Strasse the mob burst into 
the printing works and editorial depart- 
ment of the Wiener Neueste Nachrichten, 
dropped the printed papers out, and set 
fire to them in the street. 

The building of the Reichspost news- 
paper was also stormed and set fire to, 
while a couple of police stations were 
attacked, and the police had to flee fer 
their lives against overwhelming numbers.

a ORD on Thursday afternoon 
was visited by a violent rain and 
thunder storm, accompanied by floods, 
which did much damage in the city and 
surrounding districts. The forenoon had 
been dull and oppressively hot. Suddenly 
rain fell as from a cloudburst, and for 
two hours it continued with great 
intensity. There were frequent thunder 
crashes and particularly vivid lightning. 

So violent was the storm that business 
in Waterford was suspended, the streets 
were flooded and shops were compelled to 
close. . Many shops were inundated, and 
such stock as could not be moved in 
time was damaged. Soon the streets were 
flooded to a depth of at least a foot. The 
roads along the quays presented a 
remarkable sight. Bales of merchandise 
floated in the stream, and the place 
resembled a canal. So fierce was the 
downpour that at many places it tore up 
the surface of the roads, and on the 
outskirts of the city it left more than 
one road unfit for traffic. 

Workers in various city premises were 
forced to quit the ground level and seek 
refuge in the upper floors. Large 
numbers who attended a matinée perform- 
ance at the local circus were confined 
there for two hours after the performance 
closed, and could not.leave till 7 p.m. 

So fiercely did the water run that horses 
hardly could make headway against it. 
Cobble-stones and pieces of rock were 
swept along like corks. Fowl, and even 
sheep, were swept away and drowned, and 
in outlying districts crops were damaged, 

The floods were particularly héavy in 
the Parnell street district, and near the 
Technical School the water was some 
three feet deep.. A doctor returning from 
his patients was obliged to leave his car 
at one end of the street, and removing 
his boots and socks he waded to his home. 
At Sweet Briar terrace lightning struck 
and smashed a chimney, and at St. 
Declan place it split an apple tree. 

In Glin road district the mass of earth 
and stones rushed onward by the flood 
forced in the doors, and the lower windows 
of the houses were hidden. The ground 
floors of many houses were covered thick 
with sand and mud, which had to be 
shovelled out yesterday, and many tons of 
piled up earth and stone had to be 
removed from the streets.

GENEVA, Friday. 

The Naval Limitation Conference is 
i thought to have passed into a new stage as 
the result of yesterday’s plenary session. 
The first impression among the British Dele- 
gation, after hearing contributions to it from 
other quarters, was one almost of stupefac- 
tion, and it was difficult to escape the cvn- 
-viction that the subject, in itself of such 
grave importance, was being trifled with. 
After three weeks of negotiation on mater:al 
things, vague new principles were tlung into 
the debate calculated to take the whole 
problem back to beginnings. All that seemed 
to have emerged was a reaffirmation that the 
United States intended to dictate the re- 
quirements, not only of her own naval de- 
fence, but also of ours, and that we could 
take it or leave it, the hegemony of the 
United States being assured in either case. 

Fortunately, these depressing conclusions 
were not allowed to prevail. Immediately 
after the meeting last night the British Dele- 
gation took up for re-examination the only 
proposal that has still a chance of success— 
the scheme for limitation by programmes. 
These discussions were continued throughout 
the day. At the plenary session the scheme 
was referred to in general terms by Mr. 
Bridgeman, and more precisely by Viscount 
Ishii, one of the Japanese delegates. The 
basis of the British suggestion is that the 
tonnage and cruiser requirements of ‘each 
Power should be set forth in a definite build- 
ing programme, which could be embodied in 
a Naval Convention. The British proposal 
for cruisers is understood to be the ratio of 
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12, 12, 8 within a total tonnage of 
cruisers and destroyers that lies some- 
where outside the maximum of the 


American tonnage proposal, which is 550,000 
tons. The Japanese proposal is a ratio of 
10, 10, 7 within a total tonnage of 450,000 
tons, the minimum of the United States 
tonnage proposal, 
‘THE BRITISH POSITION. 

Mr. Gibson, the chief of the United States 
delegation, stated in his speech yesterday 
that he had already arrived at an agreement | 
with Japan in respect of both total tonnage 

limitation and of types of the cruiser class. 
But Japan is in a special position, its naval 


policy being confined solely to the Western 
Pacific. Ours, as Lord Jellicoe showed yes- 

terday, is more complicated, not only by 
the trade routes but also by the types of 

ships required to guard them and by the 

numbers of these types we have now. 

I am informed tu-day that the standpoint 

of the United States remains unchanged—the 

total tonnage must first be agreed upon be- 

fore any understanding can be reached as to 

the numbers and types of ships. In estimat- 

ing that tonnage our understanding has been 

all along that the naval needs of a country 

must be the standard, and it was in illustra- :
